Whether or not we’ll see the white 
stuff on the ground on Christmas 
Day is about as predictable as the 
flip of a coin, according to Envi¬ 
ronment Canada. 

Friday’s forecast calls for about 
five centimetres of snow, or five 
millimetres of rain in Halifax 
beginning in the morning. 

But determining whether the 
ground will be wet, or wet and 
white, hinges on the temperature, 
said Tracey Talbot, a meteorolo¬ 
gist with Environment Canada. 

“It’s kind of iffy as to whether 
or not the snow will stay on the 
ground,” she said Thursday. “It’s 
going to be right around 0 C, and 
if the temperatures are a little 
above zero, we could see some 
melting.” 


What are the odds? 


► From 1991 to 2009, Halifax 
averaged a 47 per cent chance of 
having at least two centimetres 
of snow on the ground by 
7 a.m. Christmas Day. 

So if you’re dreaming of a white 
Christmas, start begging the 
weather Gods for below-freezing 
temperatures. 

“Once this system goes 
through, temperatures will be 
dropping. So whatever is still on 
the ground by (Friday) afternoon 
should stick around for Christ¬ 
mas,” said Talbot. 

“But plus or minus a degree is 
going to make a huge difference 
in whether it’s rain or snow.” 

Inland regions of Nova Scotia 
should expect to see flakes rather 
than drops on Friday, she added.

It’s rare to see Mayor Peter 
Kelly so relaxed. 

He’s wearing jeans and a 
blue fleece as he sips green 
tea from his usual clear 
mug in one of the comfy 
chairs in his office on 
Thursday. 

There is still work to do 
before Christmas but Kelly 
sat down for half an hour 
to talk to Metro Halifax 
about the scandals and tri¬ 
umphs of 2011 — and 
about what’s coming in the 
new year. 

Here are the mayor’s re¬ 
marks, edited only for 
space. 


Q; First of all, what are 
your reflections of 2011? 


A: It’s been a great year 
and it’s been a not-so-great 
year. There are some great 
events and outcomes this 
year, but also on the flip- 
side of that there were 
some challenges that we 
had to face that we could 


have done better. 

Q; With criticism over 
the concert-cash scandal 
and in-camera meetings, 
was 2011 one of the worst 
years you’ve had as mayor? 

A: We had the best 
Canada Games ever and we 
have two strong legacy 
pieces: the Canada Games 
Centre and the people’s 
oval.... I certainly stum¬ 
bled in my enthusiasm to 
help secure world-class en¬ 
tertainment for our com¬ 
munity. Certainly, I 
indicated that mistakes 
were made and certainly 
(we) learned from those 
mistakes. 

Q; How do you feel 
about the milestone of be¬ 
ing Halifax’s longest-serv¬ 
ing mayor? 

A: I’ll tell you right up: I 
don’t give it any thought. 
Basically you just do the 
job that you believe you 
have to do in which to 
meet the public’s expecta¬ 
tions. 


“It’s no longer an 
‘if’ situation. It’s a 
‘when’ situation.” 

MAYOR PETER KELLY ON THE 
PROPOSED STADIUM 


Q; This is a tough job 
and it takes its toll on you 
from stress, long hours and 
criticism. Why would you 
want to do this job? 

A: For the love of the job 
and the love of the com¬ 
munity. I like to try to 
bring forward change and 
new initiatives. I like to 
make sure we stay focused 
on the future for our youth 
and their children’s chil¬ 
dren. 

Q; There’s an election 
coming in 2012 and polls 
show your popularity has 
dipped. What do you see 
coming in the election? 

A: There is going to be 
16 councillors and the 
mayor, so it will be a small¬ 
er council, and I think 
that’s a good move in a 


good direction.... I think 
you’ll get more competi¬ 
tion for the seats and for 
the mayor. I don’t think 
there will be any acclama¬ 
tions this time, I don’t see 
any at the onset.... And 
with the mayor’s position 
there’s up to seven people, 
as you’ve heard, and so it 
will certainly be challeng¬ 
ing, as all elections are and 
should be. Certainly one 
that will keep people fo¬ 
cused on that discussion. 

Q; If there ends up being 
no convention centre, will 
it mean there’s definitely 
money for a stadium? 

A: Nope. I still feel posi¬ 
tive about the prospects of 
a convention centre. It will 
add to the vibrancy and 
transform the downtown 
when you have a half-a- 
billion (dollar) project. The 
stadium is the last piece of 
sport-and-entertainment 
asset that we don’t have. 
All of the other major ur¬ 
ban areas across the coun¬ 
try have a stadium and we 
do not. 


No new 
digs for 
smaller 
council 

When the number of 
councillors is reduced 
from 23 to 16 after next 
year’s municipal elec¬ 
tion, there will be seri¬ 
ous vacancies around 
the council table at city 
call. 

There are rumours of 
renovations or moving 
council meetings into 
another building, but 
Peter Kelly says no way. 

“It’s already wired 
and useable as it is. I 
don’t think we need to 
invest money in new 
chambers,” he said. 

He suggested the di¬ 
rectors of the various 
municipal offices like 
finance and infrastruc¬ 
ture could sit in the va¬ 
cant seats.

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‘Employer’ of illegal workers not 
allowed to leave country

A man accused of bring¬ 
ing illegal workers to Hal¬ 
ifax is not permitted to 
leave the country but will 
be allowed to stay in 
Toronto until his next 
court appearance in Feb¬ 
ruary. 

Iftach Jacob appeared 
in Halifax provincial 
court Thursday and was 
released on a $7,500 bond 
and must return to an ad¬ 
dress in Toronto. 

He’s also to report to 
the Canada Border Servic¬ 
es Agency office in Missis¬ 
sauga, Ont., every Friday 
beginning next week. 

The CBSA alleges Jacob 
brought foreign workers 
to Canada illegally and 
was working without per¬ 
mission himself. 

He is one of 11 people 
arrested in an immigra¬ 
tion sweep conducted this 
week by the agency, but 
the Israeli man’s charges 
are stiffer than the others. 

That’s because the CB¬ 
SA alleges Jacob was 
“functioning in more of 
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an employer category,” 
defence lawyer Lee Cohen 
said outside the court¬ 
room Thursday. 

Ten other foreign na¬ 
tionals from Israel were 
arrested after raids on a 
home and kiosks at three 
HRM shopping malls — 
Mic Mac Mall, Scotia 
Square and Bedford Place 
Mall. 

They were all working 
for Heat in a Click, selling 
gel heating pads to Christ¬ 
mas shoppers. 

Price said the group 
was also selling the de¬ 
vices at the Greenwood 


Mall in the Annapolis Val¬ 
ley last week. 

Nissan Shitrit, who was 
remanded on Wednesday, 
did not appear in court 
Thursday, but was re¬ 
leased on $1,000 bail un¬ 
der the same conditions 
as Jacob. 

Eight others pleaded 
guilty Wednesday to 
working in Canada with¬ 
out authorization, and 
each was ordered to pay a 
$1,000 fine. 

Cohen speculated those 
eight were regarded as 
“low-level operatives.” 

An 11th person was ar¬ 
rested Thursday, and 
Crown attorney Tom 
McLaughlin said the man 
will appear in court no 
earlier than Friday. 

Albert Price, manager 
of the agency’s criminal 
investigations division, 
said the foreign nationals 
were visiting Canada and 
did not appear to have 
work permits.

llth person booked in sweep

The llth person arrested in 
connection with an immi¬ 
gration sweep conducted 
this week in Halifax will 
likely face similar charges 
to the 10 others preceding 
him, a Crown lawyer said. 

“I would assume, and it 
is only an assumption 
based on the other files, 


that it will be similar to 
what was before the court 
already with the other 10 
individuals,” said Crown 
lawyer Tim McLaughlin 
outside of court on Thurs¬ 
day. 

The man was arrested 
Thursday outside Halifax 
provincial court in the late 
morning by Canada Border 
Service Agency officers. 

The other 10 were arrest¬ 


ed Wednesday, either for 
working without authoriza¬ 
tion or for hiring people 
without authorization. 

For the latter, a convic¬ 
tion could lead to jail for up 
to two years or a fine of up 
to $50,000, said McLaugh¬ 
lin. 

McLaughlin would not 
say which categoiy the lat¬ 
est arrested man may fall 
under.

O Halifax’s popular skating oval 
to open Friday, weather permitting 


The concept of a public 
skating oval has been 
brought to the attention of 
the consultant who is devel¬ 
oping the blueprints for the 
post-industrial use of the 
tar-ponds and coke-ovens 
sites in Sydney. 

Owen Fitzgerald, execu¬ 
tive director of the Una- 
ma’ki Economic Benefits 
Office, recently began call¬ 
ing for the establishment of 
a skating oval at the Sydney 
tar-ponds site after the cur¬ 
rent remediation project is 
completed. 

Fitzgerald said he was 
motivated by discussion 
within his own family of 
the desire for a facility simi¬ 
lar to the oval that is about 
to open on the Halifax 
Common. 

A Faceboolc page set up 
to promote the concept in 
Sydney has attracted just 
over 200 supporters. 

Fitzgerald said refrigera¬ 
tion units would make it 
possible to skate in temper¬ 
atures up to 10 C. He sug¬ 
gested the remediated tar- 
ponds site because of its 
central location, availability 
of land and a chance to tap 
into the tar-ponds legacy 
fund to cover costs associat¬ 
ed with the oval. 

Fitzgerald said he has al¬ 
so received calls of support. 

“Perhaps this can be the 
beginning of a larger con¬ 
versation,” he said. “Per¬ 
haps the transformation of 
the infamous tar ponds can 
be the stimulus for the 


transformation of Sydney.” 

Meggan Desmond, com¬ 
munications officer with 
the Sydney Tar Ponds 
Agency, said the idea of an 
oval has been brought to 
Stantec Consulting Ltd., 
which was recently award¬ 
ed a $ 1.48-million contract 
to provide the engineering 
design plans for future proj¬ 
ects at the sites following 
completion of the $400-mil- 
lion effort to remediate tox¬ 
ins left over from a century 
of steelmaking. 

The designers want to 
get feedback from the com¬ 
munity regarding the sup¬ 
port for such a facility, 
Desmond said. The concept 
would fit in with one of the 
intended future uses of the 
site — to provide recre¬ 
ational facilities and sup¬ 
port active living.

Cops have few 
leads on shots fired 


Police are investigating a 
firearm discharge in the 
downtown core overnight 
Wednesday, but they don’t 
have much to go on.

A question of 
confidence 

Consumer confidence is 
plummeting, but 
construction confidence 
is rising in HRM. 

Mayor Peter Kelly said 
permits for new 
buildings are approach¬ 
ing last year’s high. 

As of Dec. 22, there 
were 4,773 permits 
issued this year for 
construction projects of 
more than $790 million. 
Just a few more permits 
issued before the end of 
the year would push that 
figure to more than $800 
million and a new record. 

“It’s confidence in the 
community, confidence 
in the growth patterns 
throughout HRM and 
confidence in a strong fu¬ 
ture,” Kelly said. “People 
would not be spending 
this kind of money if 
they didn’t have the con¬ 
fidence that they see in 
this municipality.”

Border cops seize $2M in heroin

Two million dollars worth 
of heroin was discovered 
in a cargo container in 
Halifax, bound for Toron¬ 
to. 

Border services agents 
made the discovery on 
May 16, but could not re¬ 
lease details until now be¬ 
cause of an RCMP 
investigation. 

Dominic Mallette, with 
the Canada Border Servic¬ 
es Agency, said Thursday 
that the shipment came 
from India and was des¬ 
tined for Toronto. It was 
flagged because of its ori¬ 
gin, and the container 
was X-rayed. 

“We examined the en¬ 
tire container, in which 
there were 772 cardboard 
boxes (and inside those) 
were various food prod-

ucts,” he said. 

Two of the boxes held 
19 bags of heroin hidden 
inside sacks of flour, 
something the X-ray 
picked up because of the 
difference in consistency. 
The five kilograms of 
heroin seized is worth 
about $2 million on the 
street, police said. 

“This was a targeted 
container from our target¬ 
ing unit here in Halifax,” 
Mallette told reporters at 
a press conference. “We 
look at different things 
such as country of origin, 
the routing, where it 
stopped on the way as 
well as whether it was a 
first-time importer.” 

The drugs were turned 
over to local RCMP, who 
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passed them on to their 
colleagues in Toronto. 

Sgt. Richard Rollings, 
spokesman for Toronto 
RCMP, said the investiga¬ 
tion was transferred to 
the Toronto jurisdiction 
because that’s where the 
drugs were headed. 


No charges have been 
laid and the investigation 
is ongoing. 

Rollings could not di¬ 
vulge whether the con¬ 
tainer had been sent on to 
Toronto for a “controlled 
delivery,” to see who 
would pick it up.

O P.E.I. funeral draws about 600 


The mother of a young man 
who was gunned down at 
the side of a highway in Al¬ 
berta read a poem to her 
son at his funeral Thursday 
that included lines recalling 
home-run glory. 

Dianne MacLean spoke 
to hundreds of people at 
the funeral — many of 
them ballplayers wearing 
team caps and holding 
baseballs — as Mitch’s fa¬ 
ther Irwin, also a baseball 
player and a coach, gently 
held her. 

Her poem titled Last 
Time at the Plate described 
Mitch’s battle with a pitch¬ 
er that ends with him 
stroking a fast ball into the 
bleachers and rounding the 
bases into the arms of his 
teammates. 

MacLean’s verse made 
mourners smile as she took 
a playful dig at an umpire. 
It ended with a heartrend¬ 
ing farewell to her son. 

“The game is now over. 
You must pack up your 
gear. We know you’ll keep 
playing. It’s just not going 
to be here,” MacLean said. 

“Love you, Mitchie,” she 
said as many in the congre¬ 
gation — including dozens

John Gilbert Layton wore 
dozens of different name 
tags in his decades of pub¬ 
lic service: activist, gui¬ 
tarist, father and, finally, 
leader of the official Oppo¬ 
sition. 

Most knew the NDP 
leader by another name: 
Jack. 

No other Canadian dom¬ 
inated the headlines like 
Layton in 2011, making 
him the clear choice for 
Newsmaker of the Year by 
editors and news directors 
participating in the annual 
survey of newsrooms 
across the country by The 
Canadian Press. 

Layton received 90 per 
cent of the votes — one of 
the most overwhelming 
margins in the 65-year his¬ 
tory of the CP Newsmaker 
voting. The next closest 
was Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper, who re¬ 
ceived just five per cent of 
the vote totals. 

Also earning votes were 
Canada’s new female pre¬ 
miers, the protesters at the 
heart of the Occupy Canada 
movement, former auditor 
general Sheila Fraser and 
the Grande Prairie Compos¬ 
ite Warriors football team.

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Bombers strike Baghdad 


O Tensions rise in Iraq as attacks, mere days after U.S. forces leave, threaten 
stability in war-torn country O Blasts hit 11 neighbourhoods, kill dozens

A wave of 16 bombings 
ripped across Baghdad 
Thursday, killing at least 
69 people in the worst vio¬ 
lence in Iraq for months. 
The apparently co-ordinat¬ 
ed attacks struck days af¬ 
ter the last American 
forces left the country and 
in the midst of a major 
government crisis be¬ 
tween Shiite and Sunni 
politicians that has sent 
sectarian tensions soaring. 

The bombings may be 
linked more to the U.S. 
withdrawal than the polit¬ 
ical crisis, but all together, 
the developments height¬ 
en fears of a new round of 
Shiite-Sunni sectarian 
bloodshed like the one a 
few years back that 
pushed Iraq to the brink 
of civil war. 

There was no immedi¬ 
ate claim of responsibility. 
But the bombings bore all 


the hallmarks of al-Qai- 
da’s Sunni insurgents. 
Most appeared to hit Shi¬ 
ite neighbourhoods, al¬ 
though some Sunni areas 


were also targeted. 

In all, 11 neighbour¬ 
hoods were hit by either 
car bombs, roadside blasts

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Consumers reluctant to 
purchase big-ticket items 

O Consumer Confidence index at lowest point since 
last recession © Spending likely to decline further 


The Conference Board of 
Canada’s latest consumer 
confidence numbers are 
back to where they were 
around the height of the 
2008-2009 recession, a trou¬ 
bling sign of what’s to come 
for the economy in 2012. 

The Ottawa think-tank 
said Thursday its Index of 
Consumer Confidence post¬ 
ed a 6.5-point drop in De¬ 
cember, bringing 2011 to a 
“disappointing” close and 
signalling that further belt¬ 
tightening by Canadians. 

“We’ve always seen a 
link between the consumer 
confidence level today and 
consumer spending six 
months down the road,” 
said board economist Todd 
Crawford in an interview. 

Canadians tend to think 
their economy is based 
mainly on exports — and 


those do play a big role — 
but a decline in consumer 
spending is not to be taken 
lightly, Crawford said. 

“I think that’s why most 
people, and certainly us, 
are expecting (gross domes¬ 
tic product) growth in 
Canada to slow over the 
next two to three quarters.” 

The board uses a 2002 
base of 100 in compiling 
the index, which reflects 
how Canadians feel about 
the economy, job creation, 
future major purchases and 
their personal finances. 

The board said opinion 
eroded on all four ques¬ 
tions, but responses to the 
major purchases question 
were particularly gloomy. 

In December, just 34.1 
per cent of respondents 
said now is a good time to 
buy a big-ticket item, while

TSX regulator set to 
quicken enforcement 


Canada’s largest stock mar¬ 
ket watchdog is moving 
ahead with plans to speed 
up enforcement and says it 
will be business as usual 
with other provinces after 
the Supreme Court 
scrapped a planned nation¬ 
al securities regulator. 

Ontario Securities Com¬ 
mission chairman Howard 
Wetston said Thursday the 
regulator is focused on the 
best interests of its own in¬ 
vestors and companies, 
though it will review a 
Supreme Court ruling that 
quashed the federal plan. 

The regulator of Cana¬ 
da’s dominant stock ex¬ 
change — the TSX — has 
been developing new rules 
aimed at speeding up en¬ 
forcement for securities law

.xxx 
domains 

The City of Saskatoon has 
purchased six Internet do¬ 
main names ending in 
.xxx, including 
Saslcatoon.xxx, which were 
created earlier this year for 
the adult entertainment in¬ 
dustry. 

Kevin Peacock with the 
city says it’s all about pro¬ 
tecting the brand and 
image of Saskatoon. He 
says they were concerned 
as a municipal government 
that it would be quite em¬ 
barrassing if someone 
typed in Saskatoon and it 
called up a pom site. 

The six domain names 
cost taxpayers nearly 
$1,000 to hold for two 
years. Several other local 
companies and institutions 
have bought X-rated 
domain names as well.

The court ac¬ 
knowledged Ottawa has a 
role in addressing systemic 
risk to the financial system.

Richard: Mark, there is on¬ 
ly one must-see out of all 
the dozens of film and TV 
versions of the Charles 
Dickens classic and that’s 
the 1951 Alastair Sim ver¬ 
sion. Nearly perfect in 
every way, it is a tale of re¬ 
demption that confirms 
the fundamental spiritual 
nature of Christmas itself. 
In other words, it makes us 
feel good. Accept no substi¬ 
tutes. If, however, you’ve al¬ 
ready seen it this year or 
you’re allergic to black and 
white movies, there are al¬ 
ternatives. 

MB: Richard, you are so 
right. The movie HAS to be 
in black and white to 


make us feel the spirit of 
Dickensian deprivation. 
It’s the classic. But grow¬ 
ing up in a Jewish house¬ 
hold, it didn’t have any 
importance to me as a 
child. I discovered it much 
later, and was transfixed 
by its narrative power and 
perfectly gloomy mood. 
May I contrast this with 
the Jim Carrey version? 
Now that’s a movie with 
no sense of mystery, and a 
buffoonish interpretation 
of the lead character. I feel 
sorry for children who 
grow up with this bloated, 
CGI-laden excuse for a clas¬ 
sic. Richard, please don’t 
tell me you like it! 


RC: Before I saw the Jim 
Carrey version of A Christ¬ 
mas Carol I wondered why 
remake a stoiy that has 
been done so often and so 
well in the past. I’ve seen it 
and I’m still wondering. 
The weirdly lifeless anima¬ 
tion was creepy, akin to a 
Christmas stoiy performed 
by zombies. 

MB: Let me praise Bill Mur¬ 
ray’s version Scrooged. It’s 
far from authentic, light 
years away from Dickens, 
but it makes its points in a 
veiy modem way. Bill Mur¬ 
ray is great in it, and the 
writing is sharp and satiri¬ 
cal. Setting it in the milieu 
of the television industry 


obviously changes the 
mood of the original, but as 
long as you see the movie 
as an interesting and suc¬ 
cessful riff upon the origi¬ 
nal stoiy, and not as a 
substitute for it, it’s a great 
movie for the season. 

RC: I agree. It’s become a 
must see for me every year. 
Although I don’t have to 
see The Muppets Christmas 
Carol every year, it is a treat 
to see Michael Caine as 
Scrooge. I also like the mu¬ 
sical Scrooge with Albert 
Finney in the lead. 

MB: I’ve never seen it! I 
sure hope they gave Tiny 
Tim a tap solo.

O Moose MacKinnon top candidate to be named captain of Team Atlantic

Say what you want about 
Hockey Canada’s controver¬ 
sial decision not to invite 
Nathan MacKinnon to its 
world junior selection 
camp — the Atlantic under- 
17 team’s medal hopes got 
a big boost from it. 

With the world under-17 
challenge set to begin on 
Dec. 29 in Windsor, Ont., 
the 16-year-old superstar 
from Cole Harbour will be 
the driving force behind 
Team Atlantic’s bid for its 
first medal since 2005. 


“I hope he brings back a 
little bit of attitude to show 
everybody he is the best in 
the world in his age group 
and that he should have 
earned a spot (at the world 
junior camp),” said Atlantic 
head coach Eric Bisson- 
nette. “I think that’s what 
Hockey Canada wants to 
see from him. Not only 
dominating, but how good 
of a leader he is and how 
good he can make our 
team.” 

MacKinnon, who leads 
the Halifax Mooseheads in 
scoring as a rookie, already 
helped Team Atlantic to a 
fifth-place finish — its best 


since 2005 — as an under- 
ager last year in Portage La 
Prairie, Alta., tying for sev¬ 
enth among all scorers with 
eight points in five games. 

But as important as he 
will be, it’s the supporting 
cast — featuring the likes 
of another Mooseheads for¬ 
ward, Ryan Falkenham of 
Halifax, and eight other No¬ 
va Scotians — that could be 
the key to success. 

“We know what Nathan 
will give us. We expect he’ll 
be our best guy, so we need 
the other guys to do their 
jobs,” Bissonnette said. “A 
guy like Ryan, if he gives us 
a real good showing, re¬ 


sponsible defensively, a big 
shut-down guy, and adding 
to the scoresheet, that’s 
what we’re looking for.” 

Nova Scotia opens on 
Dec. 29 against Quebec and 
is in a round-robin pool 
with defending gold medal¬ 
list Ontario as well as Ger¬ 
many and Sweden. The top 
two teams in the pool quali¬ 
fy for the semifinals. 

“One bad outing can 
take you out of medal con¬ 
tention,” Bissonnette said. 
“But if our goaltending is 
strong, we believe we have 
a good chance to compete 
for a medal on the last day 
of the tournament.”

Herd loses Frk for duration of world juniors 


The Mooseheads have 
brought in Jason Ellis from 
Cole Harbour’s major 
midget team to shore up 
their goaltending depth. 

► The 17-year-old from Lantz 
will likely join Marc-Olivier 
Daigle for games Dec. 27, 
28 and 30 with Zach Fucale 
away at the world under-17 
and Anthony Terenzio out 
with a concussion. 


Martin Frk is ineligible to 
play in the Halifax Moose¬ 
heads’ next three games 
due to an agreement be¬ 
tween the Canadian Hockey 
League and the Internation¬ 
al Ice Hockey Federation. 

Frk, who has appeared in 
the Mooseheads’ past seven 
games after sitting out the 
entire season with a concus¬ 
sion, decided not to attend 
the IIHF world junior cham¬ 


pionship — despite being 
named to the Czech Repub¬ 
lic’s roster — because he is 
still a long way from being 
in game shape. 

But the CHL-IIHF agree¬ 
ment dictates he can’t play 
for Halifax while the WJC is 
being played. The Moose¬ 
heads play Dec. 27, 28 and 
30. 

“It’s a rule, there’s no 
fighting it, there’s no trying 


to find a happy medium,” 
said Mooseheads general 
manager Cam Russell. “It’s 
just an agreement the CHL 
and the IIHF have. We’re 
not going to contest it.” 

The rule helps prevent 
CHL teams from holding 
players back from the WJC. 

Despite the news, Russell 
said not going to the WJC is 
the “right decision” for Frk, 
who he said “just isn’t 


ready” to play at that level. 
Frk has been sluggish since 
his return, with just one 
goal in seven games. 

The 18-year-old winger is 
considered a first- or sec¬ 
ond-round prospect for the 
2012 NHL draft. He had 
three goals and three assists 
for the Czech Republic as 
an under-age player at last 
year’s world junior.

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Schwartz moving past the pain 

O Canadian captain focused on gold after missing majority of 2011WJC and losing sister to leukemia shortly after 


Jaden Schwartz played 
through pain at last year’s 
world junior hockey 
championship, before hav¬ 
ing to watch from the side¬ 
lines. 

This time, the 19-year- 
old from Wilcox, Sasic., 
will look to set the tone 
throughout the tourna¬ 
ment as Canadian captain. 

Schwartz is one of four 
players on this year’s team 


that had to settle for silver 
at the 2011 world junior 
tournament in Buffalo, 
N.Y. 

But Schwartz wasn’t 
able to finish that tourna¬ 
ment. He fractured his left 
ankle during Canada’s sec¬ 
ond game, yet still had a 
goal and two assists in a 7- 
2 win over the Czech Re¬ 
public. 

Schwartz didn’t play an¬ 


other game after that 
though, and watched the 
gold-medal game from the 
sidelines. Canada led 3-0 
heading into the third pe¬ 
riod, but Russia exploded 
for five goals to take the ti¬ 
tle. 

“Last year was tough, 
obviously getting hurt and 
then that third period 
against Russia,” Schwartz 
said. 


“This year is a whole 
new group of guys, new 
faces, new team and every¬ 
thing like that. There’s 
enough motivation just 
being here. We’re all here 
to win gold and that’s the 
bottom line.” 

The St. Louis Blues 
prospect seems older than 
19, perhaps because he 
has a perspective on life 
that his teammates don’t. 


His sister Mandi, a 
hockey player at Yale, died 
April 3 of leukemia at the 
age of 23. She was fighting 
for her life in Wilcox 
while Schwartz was with 
the Canadian team in Buf¬ 
falo. 

When Schwartz arrived 
at the Regina airport after 
the tournament, Mandi 
was there to meet him and 
Schwartz hung his silver 


medal around her neck. 

“She was pretty sick at 
that time,” Schwartz said. 

“It was the hardest 
thing I had to go through 
and probably one of the 
hardest things I’ll ever go 
through. It’s very difficult, 
but family and friends get 
you through times like 
that and thankfully 
they’re always there for 

me.” THE CANADIAN PRESS

O Two years for reported $26M US 


Carlos Beltran and the 
World Series champion St. 
Louis Cardinals agreed to a 
two-year contract pending 
results of a physical, a move 
that would fortify the 
team’s lineup following the 
departure of Albert Pujols. 

The team disclosed the 
agreement Thursday night 
and said it expects to make 
a formal announcement 
shortly after the holidays. 

KMOX, the Cardinals’ 
flagship radio station, re¬ 
ported the deal is for $26 
million US over two years 


— the same figure cited by a 
person familiar with the ne¬ 
gotiations who spoke to The 
Associated Press. The per¬ 
son spoke on condition of 
anonymity because finan¬ 
cial details of the agreement 
were not announced. 

The 34-year-old Beltran 
batted .300 with 22 home 
runs, 84 RBIs and a .385 on- 
base percentage for the 
New York Mets and San 
Francisco Giants this year. 
He likely will be the open¬ 
ing-day right fielder for the 
Cardinals next season. 


Lance Berkman is expected 
to move to first base, taking 
Pujols’ spot. 

Beltran and Berkman are 
switch-hitters, giving new 
manager Mike Matheny 
lineup flexibility. 

Earlier this month, St. 
Louis re-signed shortstop 
Rafael Furcal to a $ 14-mil- 
lion, two-year contract and 
added left-handed reliever 
J.C. Romero with a 
$750,000, one-year deal. The 
Cardinals appear to need 
only a few spare parts to fi¬ 
nalize the roster. 


After Pujols signed a 
$254-million, 10-year con¬ 
tract with the Los Angeles 
Angels, Cardinals chairman 
Bill DeWitt Jr. said he ex¬ 
pected his team’s payroll to 
perhaps exceed this year’s 
total of $110 million. 

Allen Craig, coming off 
an impressive post-season, 
gives the Cardinals another 
strong option in the out¬ 
field but will miss at least 
the first month of the sea¬ 
son while recovering from 
knee surgery.
